Income Tax Man Says “Get Report Right” 


Laurie W. Tomlinson, District 
Director of the Internal Revenue 
Service, announced today that 
the allowance of a substantial 
number of 1961 income tax re- 
funds is being delayed because 
taxpayers reporting income 
from rents, royalties, pensions, 
etc, or dividends and interest 
of $200 or more on line 5 of 
their Forms 1040 are not sub- 
mitting with their returns a 
Schedule B giving details relat- 
ing to such items of income as 
required by the instructions. 


This delay can be held to an 
absolute minimum Mr. Tomlin- 
son added, if taxpayers will act 
promptly when they receive the 
necessary forms and instructions 
from his office, He went on to 
say that those who now recall 
having failed to submit the re- 
quired schedules with their re- 
turns should do nothing until 
they hear from his office, since 
it is only in this manner that the 
returns and schedules can be

Or was there design and law be- | 
hind it all? Of course, the Law 
of God is behind it all. In Ger 
1:11-12 we find that God creat- 
ed trees and plant life full 
grown. That is how He got the 
vegetable kingdom started; in 
fact, a miracle was performed in 
creating trees, plants and vege- 
tables, and then He put the law 
of nature into action. 

The vegetable kingdom is 
kept alive and active by the 
planting of the seed, which is 
within the tree or plant (Gen. 
1:11-12). This requires three 
things, namely good seed, some- 
one to plant the seed, and a field 
or place (soil) to plant the good | 
seed. When the life that is in| 
the seed comes forth from the| 
earth a new plant has been born | 
into vegetable kingdom. This is | 
God's law of propagation for the | 
vegetable kingdom and there is 
absolutely no exception to it. 
Every seed produces after its 
kind. Corn seed will not pro- 
duce watermelons, etc. 

Now let's look at the kingdom 
of man (animal kingdom). God 
performed a miracle in creating 
man from the dust of the earth, 
and FULL GROWN (Gen. 2:7). 
He took a rib from man and 
mode woman, his helpmate. Is 
God still making man and.wo- 
man this way? What is His law 
of propagation for man? Just 
as in the previous kingdom, seed 
is needed, that is within man. 
He is the sower of the seed, and 
the Womb of Woman is the field 
wherein the seed is planted. 
When the life that is in the seed. 
comes forth st birth, the child is 
then in the kingdom of man. It 
becomes part of his family and 
takes his name. There is no ex- 
ception to God's law of propa- 
gation for man. j 

Now the last, but not the least 
is God's spiritual kingdom, or 
the church. A miracle was per- 
formed when the church ‘was 
established (Acts 2:1-4 and Acts 
2:47, 1st Cor. 12). But does he 
keep the church on earth by a 
miracle?

| Watch For It! 
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Dangerous Practices 
By Driving Mothers | 

The well-meaning parent who | 
drives his youngsters to and 
from school each day can be a 
serious safety hazard, the East 
Florida AAA Division said, 
warning against double parking 
and other dangerous practices 
in school areas at opening and 
closing time. 

The AAA club emphasized 
that there is a heavy concentra- 
tion of "child traffic" in school 
areas in the morning and mid- 
afternoon, and parents waiting 
in cars or letting off children | 
add to the safety problem. 

"Dangerous practices" listed 
by the AAA Club are: 

Loading or unloading children 
on the opposite side of tis street 
from the school. This practice 
invites the child to oben the 
door on the street side and min 
across, or dart from aYound the 
car, 

Double parking. This creates 
a hazard for other children who 
must cross the street and sets 
a bad example in its disregard 
for the law. 

Stopping on the crosswalk. 
This is unfair to the youngsters 
crossing the street and to the 
School Safety Patrols who de- 
serve your full cooperation. 

Pulling in front of a school 
bus. In a last minute dash to 
get their child on the bus, some 
parents pull up and block the 
bus. Such a practice endangers 
not only the life of their young- 
ster but those on the bus. 

The AAA club set forth the 
following rules for parents 
driving their children to and 
from school: 

Drive children only if absol- 
utely necessary. Going to and 
from school on their own can 
teach youngsters self-reliance. 


number of cars going to and 
from the school area: 

Have a designated location 
to meet your child. This should 
te on the school side of the 
street, away from the crosswalk 
or corner, and, if possible, on 
a different side of the school 
building from that which the 
pedestrian children are using. 

Arrange, if possible, with the 
school principal to dismiss chil- 
dren with rides and those who 
walks from different sides of 
the school building. Or, dismiss 
one group slightly earlier than 
the other. 

Do not double-park. 

Use more than ordinary cau- 
tion when driving near a school. 

Have your child sit well back 
in the car seat, preferably us- 
ing a seat belt. 

Lock all car doors. Children 
can be taught to do this for 
themselves.

West Palm Beach to Delray
